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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7 and 9 are allowed. 

The closest prior art is WO00/23523(WO '523), which discloses an organic- 
inorganic graded material layer, wherein the metallic compound varies continuously 
along the direction of the depth. The graded material layer is interposed as an 
intermediate layer between an organic substrate such as a polymethyl methacrylate 
substrate (col. 18, lines 27-30) and a hard coating layer, wherein the hard coating layer 
comprising silicon modified acrylic resin. WO'523 does not disclose that the substrate is 
surface-coated with a crosslinking acrylic resin containing an anti-weathering agent. 

No prior art, alone or combinable with WO '523, was found to teach the 
photocatalyst film comprising the layered structure as recited in claims 1-2.
